HARRISON. 


Again the bullet of a cowardly assassin has 
taken the life of a public man. Carter Harri- 
son, Mayor of Chicago, was shot down in his 
home by a crank named Prendergast. He was 
killed without a moment’s warning. The awful 





tragedy has thrown thrown Chicago in mourn- 
ing. 

The victim of this dastard’s bullet was in the 
height of prosperity, with everything to make 
the remaining years of his life happy. Three 
times he had been elected Mayor of Chicago. 
He was the most popular chief magistrate the 
eity everhad. He did much toward making 
the World’s Fair a success, and was one of 
the most unique figures in Western public life. 

Mayor Harrison was to have been married 
next month toa beautiful Southern girl. and 
elaborate arrangements had been made for the 
wedding, His tragic death has turned a home 
of happy nuptial preparations into a house of 
mourning. 

The assassination was cruel in its wanton- 
ness, and was entirely without an incentive as 
was the murder of: President Garfleld. Like 
Guiteau, Prendergast was undoubtedly insane, 
and impelled to the mad act by the hallucina- 
tion of a diseased brain that ho had been griev- 
ously wronged. But the fact that he was 
mentally unbalanced should not relieve him of 
the responsibility of the crime. The court. 
jury and the public in general adjudged Guiteau 
responsible for the murder of President Gar- 
field, and he had to pay the penalty. Prender- 
gast undoubtedly knew the criminal nature of 
his murderous act, and consequently he is 
While it remains witha 
court and jury to determine, we are confident 
that he will not escape the punishment he so 
richly deserves.

THE MURDERER IS IN JAIL.

Carter Harrison, Mayor of Chicago, is dead. 
He was the victim of an assassin’s bullet. 
He was shot down without a moment's warping in 
his house in the Ashland Boulevard, Chicago, on the 
night of Oct. 28. The name of the assassin ie Patrick 
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body. The first entered about eight inches below the 
heart, and a little to the right of that organ. The sec- 
ond struck the Mayor's left side under the arm, ranged 
upward, and grazed th» heart. 

The third struck hie left hand near the knuckle of 
the second finger. The latter shot was fired at such 
close range that Mr. Liarrison’s hand was blackened 
and scorched by the powder. 

Immediate y after firing the three shots Prendergast 
walked backward through the front door, and started 
to leave the premises. He was followed by Mayor 
Harrison’s coachman, and several shots were ex- 
changed between the two men, but none of them took 
effect. : 

Mr. Harrison did not fall to the flooratonce. He 
staygered back into the parlor and was able to reach a 
side door that leads into the study. Here he faltered 
a moment, and, turning around, started toward the 
hali ag.in. 

He suddenly fell back, and as the door opened be 
sank upou the floor of the study. He fell upon bis 
back, with his head toward the weet. 

William Preston Harrison, the Mayor's son, wae in 
an upstairaroom, He heard the shots fired, and has- 
tened down into the hallway. 

Prendergast had disappeared, but the fact that the 
front door was Open, as waa is» the one leading from 
the hall into the parior, led biu: to believe thatall was 
not right. 


He turned into the latter apirtment and soon was 
kueeling at the side of bia father. The Mayor was still 
conscious, although rapidly growiug weaker. His 
left hand, blood stained, was resting on his left 
breast, near his heart, and clutched as though in great 
pain. 

“What's the matter, father?’ asked Preston, as he 
placed his hand upon bis father’s forehead. Mr. Har- 
rison opened his eyes and, in a voice that was very 
weak, replied: 

* I've beeu shot and am going to die. 
Preston, where is Annie ?’ 

Preston did not pause to reply to his father’s ques- 
tion relative to Miss Howard, who was soon to become 
his bride.

Eugene Prendergast. Mayor Harrison die twenty- 
seven minutes after the shots had been fired. : 

When the news of the assassination became. known 
the city became a Bedlam. The people were wild with 
excitement. Thousands of citizens gathered in the 
vicinity of the Harrison residence, while a great mob 
started for the jail to lynch the murderer. The build 
ing occupied by the Chicago Times, of which Mayor 
Harrison was proprietor. was also surrounded by » 
throng of excited people, who clamored for news of 
the tragedy, and threatened the life of the cowardly 
assassin. 

It is believed that Prendercast, the murderer, is 
crazy. After completing his bloody work, he rushed 
from the Harrison house, and ran a long distance to 
the Desplaines street police station, where he cried: 

“Lock me up! I've just killed Car.er Harrison. He 
wouldn't do the square thing by me.” 

Prendergast had fired three bullets iato Mayor 
Harrison's body. When the Mayor’s death came the 
assassin was in the detective’s room in the Central 
Station, City Hall, with only a glass door separating 
him from a mob of thousands in the corridors and 
streets. 

Atthe time of the tragedy only Preston, Mr. Harri- 
son's son, and the servants, in addition to the Mayor, 
were in the house. Mary Hansen, a servant. answered 
a ring of the door bell, and a man on the steps inquired 
for Mr. Harrison. 

The girl informed Prendergast that the Mayor was 
asleep and not well enough to see visitors, but the 
visitor said: 

“I must see him. 





I know he will see me, for I've

He hastened out of the parlor through the ha'lway 
and upon the street. His object was if possible to 
overtake the assassin. 

Directly across the street from Mavor Harrison's 
residence lives W. J. Chalmers, Mr. Chalmers and his 
wife were sitting in their front parlor and they heard 
the three shots fired. | 

They immediately hastened to the front door, and 
both saw Prendergast, followed by the coachman, 
running north on Ashland avenue. 

At the same time they noticed that the front door of 
Mayor Harrison’s residence was opened, and they 
hastened across the street to ascertain if possible the 
cause of the «xcitement. 

They entered Mr. Harrison's house without ringing 
the bell, Mr. Chalmers hurriedly pushed his way into 
the sonth parlor. 

He met Preaton Harrison, who, in a very few words, 
told him what had happened. 

Mr. Chalmers reached Mayor Harrison's side & mo- 
ment later, and, taking off his overcoat, he placed it 
beneath the dying man’s head. 

“I've been shot and will die,”” Mr. Harrison said, and 
he glanced up and recognized his old friend and 
neighbor. 

“No; you are only shot in the stomach, and you will 
not die,” Mr. Chalmers said. 

“I have been shot in the heart, too,” replied Mr. 
Harrison, “and I am now dying.” 

These were the last words of the Mayor, for he ex- 
pired shortly afterward.

Letters and telegrams of condolence were received 
by the family from prominent meu all over the coun- 
try. One from Senator David B. Hill read as follows: 

Lam shocked to learn of the death of your father. 
You have my sincere sympatby iu your great bereave- 
ment. Chicago loses its foremost citizen; the State of 
Illinois one of its moat illustrious sone, and the coun- 
try a distinguished and patriotic man. 

Secretary Gresham telegraphed: 

I tender to the surviving members of your father's 
family my sincere sympathy iu their great sorrow. 

Tue cards of Vice-President and Mrs, Stevenson, 
together with a verbal message of sympathy, were 
left at the house during the afternoon by one of their 
daughters. 

Ex-President Harrison, upon reading of the tragedy 
at Chicago, sent a message of condolence to Mrs. Ows- 
ley, a daughter of the dead Mayor. 

“ The affair was most shocking,” said Gen. Harri- 
son, “ and, like all citizens, I feel it is most deplora- 
ble. Itisa very sad ending to the great Columbian 
Exposition.” 

Mayor Harrison was a unique figur@éin Chicago poli- 
tics. He was sixty-eight years old. He was a Demo- 


crat, and was elected Mayor three times. He was very 
popular with the masses. Mayor Harrison was to have 
been married next month to a beautiful New Orleans 
heiress. 

Misa Annie Howard. who was to have become tlie 
wife of Carter H. Harrison on Nov. 16, is the youngest 
of the four children of the late Charles Howard, of 
New Orleans, and hia only daughter. Mr. Howard was 
a Baltimorean, but went to Louisiana in 1852, and later 
served with distinction in the Confederate army. 

It was during the last year of the war that Miss How- 
ard was born at Biloxi. During a large partof her 
youth she was an invalid and much of her early |ife 
was spent at her father’s home on the Hudson in New 
York. Her frail healt prevented her attendance at 
any of the colleges, but she had every educational «d- 
van at her Northern home. This was re-enforced 
by travélling. Miss Howard has been to Europe half 
a m times, has travelled several times entirely 
over ght United States, and has resided for whole s¢a- 
sons $n representative cities in it. 

By thé death of her father six years ago Miss Howard 
inherited $700,000. This has been judiciously invest: d 
and haé doubtless increased notwithstanding the lar.

Starr is a half-blood 
Cherokee, and tweuty-three years oli. Hie firat crime 
was the robbers of the express office at Nowata, I. T. 
For this crime Marshal Wilson aud Deputy 
D ckey pursued Starr to his home on California 
Creek. After waiting two days and nights in 
hiding, Starr was seen to leave bis cabin. Wilson 
pursued him on horseback, while Dickey, who 
was uwounted, went to a ranch fora horse 
av | followed Wilsou, The chase was kept up 
for several miles, wheu Starr and Wilson both 
dismounted. The marshal fired a shot, and 
then his Winchester clogged with a shell, and 
he was powerless. Before Dickey conld getin 
rape, being armed with ashotwun. Starr bad 
fired five shots intoW.lson’s body. Starr caught 
Wilson's horse and escaped. Dickey returned 
to Coffeyville, Kan., with his dead comrade’s 
body. 

Subsequent to the killing of Wilson, Starr 
and a Delaware Indian named Ed Newcomb 
held up the Caney Valley Bank at Caney ville, 
Kan., on March 27 last, and secured $2,500. 
This was followed by a series of bank and train 
robberies, all charged to Starr and his band. 

Starr and his wife, with Starr’s most des- 
perate confederate, were captured at Colorado 
Spring-, Col., on July 2 last. Ov them was 
found $11,400 in greenbacks and $500 in gold. 

Harry Starr wou his wifein romantic fashion. 
At the time of the Pryor Creek train robbery, 
in August of last year, Starr remained on the 
platform of the first coach while his confederates went 
through the train. A young girl, wild with terror, 
jumped from the car and fled in the darkness. When 
their work was done Starr and his men mounted and 
rode rapidly away. Only ashort distauce from therail- 
road they encountered the girl, who seemed crazed with 
fear. 

Stirr took ber on his horse to the outlaw camp, and 
she became attached to him. She gave ber name as 
Mary Smith, of Joplin, Mo. Pursuit getting warm, 
Starr sent the wirl home, prowisiug to go to Joplin 
and marry her. A few weeks later the outlaw appeared 
at Joplin and, after gaining the consent of the girl's 
parents, married her under the name of Frank Jack- 
son He took her to Colorado, and their arrest fol- 
lowed as stated.

When asked how it happene:l that Secor testified so 
smoothly to hie guilt, John Simpson sai: 

“Why, that fellowis my pup dog. He's got té do 
just what I tell him, or [11 kill bim. 

“I say to him: ‘Dosius, you're a cur,’ and he replies, 
‘All right, Join, only doh't strike me.’ Then I spit in 
his face and he meekly wipes it. 

“I went down to the place where he was on board 
his yacht and rowed out to it and said to him: *Dosius, 
[ want you to come up téMew York and testify to your 
wuilt with my wife. If you don’t, I'll throw you over- 
board.’ He got down on his knees and said he would

SHE BRINGS SUIT FOR DAMAGES.

A scandal of the moat revolting character bas just 
come to lgbt in Methuen, a suburb of Lawrence. 
Mase. There is talk of acoatof tarand featbers for 
some one, 

It the story told by a young woman who was lately a 
resident of that town. where she ha: lived since ex- 
treme youth, is true, then the depths of human de- 
pravity bave been reached. 

The wan accused of wronudoing is George E. Hea- 
ley, who resides on Arnold street with bis wife and 
her two sisters. The foarth and youngest sister, who 
makes the allegations, made until she left it, one of 
the inmates in the Healey domicile. 

The story she tells of outrage and wrong is a horri- 
ble one. She charges that her brother-in-law, over 
since she attained theage of six years, bas pursued 
toward her an incredible course of brutality and lust; 
that he violated her person by force when she was but 
six years old, and has repeated bis offense many times 
since, azainast ber wishes and by brutal force; that she 
has been stripped naked and beaten black and blue by 
Healey, who she says followed a course of terroriem 
over her; anid that since she has attsined to woman- 
hood, as recentiy as three years ago, when she left 
home, her clothing was stripped from her body and 
she was beaten with aclothes line, great welts being 
lett on her tender flesh and the marks of brutality left 
which she will carry to her grave. 

Whispers of the troubles in the Healey family have 





been rife in the neighborhood for several months, but 
they did not come to a climax untila 
week avo Sunday, when Pastor Spencer 
rose at the morning service and aunoun- 
ced that George E. Healey and the roung 
woman in the case had “withdrawn 
from the Methodist Episcopal church.” 
Healey has been fur many years ou the 
church roll and was au active worker 
under Pastor McGregor, at which time 
his sister-in-law was admitted to the 
fellowship. lhis “withdrawal,” coupled 
with the whispers that went over town 
as toa suit for $5,000 damages, which it 
was reported t#e young woman had 
entered with OC. A, DeCourcy as her 
counsel, made the matter semi-public 
and added fresh fuel to the flame of 
scandal. It appears that the young 
woman in the case, who now resides in 
Lawrence, became enuaged a short 
time since to a member of the Law- 
revce fire department; and, like an 
bonest girl, unbosomed herself to her 
intended husband and confided to him 
the load of wrong aud sin} she bad 
carried in her own breast so many 
years. He advised her to eo to her 
pastor, Kev. Geo. H. Spencer, and con- 
fees the tale to him, which she did, 
preferring ayvaipst ber brother-in-law 
the allegations in detail. Rev. Mr. 
Spencer was astounded. He notified 
Llealey of the charges. The pastor in 
the M. F. church has the power of dis- 
missing wewbers, without the inter- 
vention of the lay officers of the church, 
but the accused person bas the right to 
ask for a church trialif he desires it. 
A church trial, eepecally on such 
charges, would be a cause celebre, and 
would result in no eud of injury to the 
cause of religion. So it was avreed that it would be 
best if be quietly withdrew from the fuld. Healey 
said be would if his sister-in-law would, and then 
Rev. Mr. Spencer drew up these papers which both 
persons signed: 


METHUEN, Mass., Oct. 9. 1893. 
To George H. Spencer, pastor of the M. E. Church in 

Methuen: 

Dear brother. Realizing that the grave character of 
the charges preferred against me by —— — and 
that the line of defence to be pursued by we can re- 
sul (whatever the verdict may be) ovly in additional 
shameto my family aud in injury to the church, in 
case of a public church trial; and infinenced solely 
by these considerations I bereby withdraw from the 
membersbip of the Methodist Episcopal church aud 
authorize and request you to strike my uname from its 
roll, Itis further understood that — —— also 
withdraws from the church and that this paper is vot 
to be regarded as a confession of guilt. 

Signed by Gru. E. HEALEY. 

Itie further understood that Geo. E. Healey also 
withdraws from the church, and that this paper is pot 
to be regarded as aconfession of willing wrong-doing 
nor as a retraction of charzes against George E. 
Healey. Signed by — — 


The young woman,in addition to the story of her 
alleged wronus, told ber pastor that ove, if not both 
of her unmarried sisters bad been simiiarly wronged ; 
that Esther was really the mother of the child which 
Mr. and Mrs. Healey claim as their own. Nancy, the 
other unmarried sister, is deeply concerned about the 
case, s0 much so that when Pastor Spencer apprised 
the people in the house of the charges made anid the 
danger of publicity Nancy went into violent hysterics 
and then into unconsciousness and remained so for 
more than two days. 

There has been trouble since the girl left her home. 
She was ineured in the Home Circle, and when sho 
left she did not take her policy with her. The benefit 
was then payable to her sisters. She could not get the 














document, aud in 4he summer she wont to the house 
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with « policeman aud still was unable to secure the 
certificate. At that time, say the neighbors, there wax 
quite a scene, and the young woman admits using 
atrovg language, 

The woman in the case was seen by areporter. She 
isa brunette of wood figure and more than ordinary 
wood looks. She was iv the company of the young 
wan sheisto marry. In answer to interrogatories she 
wad: 

“No, we were not expelled, but withdrew from tbe 


| church, The pastor requested us to do so. No charges 


were presented by me to the church committee, but I 
dil prefer charges to wy pastor, impelled thereto by 
a wense of duty. This wastwo weeks ago. I am the 
fourth aud youngest sister in the family. I ieft home 
three years siuce and have lived part of-the time in 
Methuen and the rewainder in-Lawrence. I was 23 
years oldin July. I had trouble with my brotber-iu- 
law an: sisters inthe spring over a certificate; went 
up for it (musingly) some time in the summer. Took 
an officer with me. Didn't say much; but I got mad. 
Wouldn't you? 

“I joined the church five years ago. Healey bas 
been a member for mauy years, and has been a great 
worker. 

“Yes, I bave brought suit avainst him in a large sum 
for my injuries. Lawyer DeCourcy is my counsel, and 
I unnderstaud that Healey bas retained Col, Rowell, of 
Methuen. 

“From the time I was six years old until I[ left 
home,” continued sbe, “Healey has acted to me like a 
fiend and has compelled me by brute force to accede 
tu his lustful wishes. I bave been stripped and beaten 
all through my girlhood up tothe time I left home, a 
woman grown. I have marks on my body I shali carry 
to my grave. See bir’, she sai@, putting aside her 
jetty locks to expose a livid scar on ber forebead, “he 
wave me that. I[ was not allowed to go 
out or mix with the neighbors atg}l, for =~ 
fear, I suppose, | wonld tell something 
about it. After I left school I went to 
workin the mill and I was kept busy 
nights, scrubbing floors and working 
out in the garden, All this time he 
abused me, and when I refused com- 
pliance with his desires Le beat we, One 
day, juat before I lft home (that was 
the immediate cana) he came into mys 
room in the daytime, stripped me nak: ( 
and whipped me with a clothes line 
until I was a masa of bruises. It yaan’s 3. 
the first time either, but it was the lat 
atraw that broke the camel's back, Two 
of my sistera caught him when he war 
abusing me, yet they now deny it. I 
didn’t dare to tell anyone about it nntil 
when I became envaged I madea clean 
bresatot tt and he (pointing to her future 
husband) tuld me to go to my pastor. 
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Healey also told me he ‘would fix me’ if [ breathed a 
word about it to any one, aud I was afraid to do so for 
fear my life woul! be in danger. My body is scarred 
from the blows given me and the marka [ will carry to 
the grave, ‘Inere is another matter, too. ' 

“My sister, Exther, bas been wronged like me, and 
the child which the Healeys claim is not theirs; at 
least it ie not my married sister's, although she says 
itis hers.” 

She spoke modestly. She is weil spoken of by the 
church people. 

Healy declined to make any statement. Healey is 
about forty-five years old, 5 feet 7 inchs in height 
and stoutly built, weizhing, at a rotgh guess, from 
180 to 190 pounds. His hair is dak, nearly black, 
aud bis facial adornment isa stubby mustache. The 
family have lived in the town about ten years and 
previous to that in Liwrence. He married his wife 
in Fall River, of which place the four women are na- 
tives, some twenty years since, and they have all lived 
in the same house since that time.

She soon afterward re- 
turned to Philadelphia. 
accompanied by a young 
man named Joseph Black- 
ford, and thecouple were 
married. It is from this 
Joseph Blackford that she 
obtained the name by 
which she was sub- 
sequently known in the 
diplomacy of the United 
States. They lived for 
awhile in Philadelphia in 
a fast set, when Blackford 
was ruined by the extrav- 
aganes of his wife, and 
left her without seeking a divorce. From that 
momeut the career of this adventuress became 
openly notorious. She went to London with a noted 
man-about-town, who lived with her in Landon in 
much style for some months, when he returned to 
New York. Sbe, for several mouths shared & Scotch 
ciatle with a very wealthy earl of Scotland, who for 
her sake sacrificed his position at Court. Subsequently 
she went to Paris aud established herself in most 
magnificent quarters, becoming the rival of the no- 
tortious Cora Pearl when that woman was at the height 
of her sensational career. One day Harriet Ely met at

the noted resort.of: that time. the Jardin _Mabille, | 


Paris. a party of the fastest set of which Alexis of 
Kussia, a relative of the present emperor was one, 
This yourg Russian iobleman fell in love with her 
at first sight, aud after that time the American girl 
forsook all other men and clungto her royaliover. It 
was nearly a year before she knew who herelly was, 
but the discovery did not disconcert her. Ste closed 
her Parisian apartments and went with the duke to 
St. Petersburg. In Russia she reached her pinnacle of 
tufamous notoriety. The duke had little money, aud 
lis royal relatives threatened to disinhberit him if he 
did not abandon the American girl. This he would 
not do, and one day he stole his mother’s je wels—part 
of theerown jewels of Russia—aud uave them to the 
woman: 

The loss was discovered before the jewels could be 
couverted into cash, and they were recovered, although 
the two guilty ones tried hard to escape with them. 
it was said that the woman had urged the duke to 
steal them, and she was ordered by the emperor to 
leave Ruasia, while he was locked up in the winter 
palace at St. Petersburg. The canse of the trouble 
subsrquently maleatonr of the European watering 
places, evjoying the notoriety her achievements had 
brought her: and ultimately returned to her old posi- 
tlon and her old quarters in Paris. Once she paid a 
firing visit to New York and Philadelphia, and some- 
times she gotinto print again throngh some of her 
escapades, but as years went by she was heard of with 
‘ess frequency. How long she continued her rapid 
course is not known, but in the latter part of the 
*eventies she retired. - At that time her wealth was es- 
timated at 100,000 francs. She i« ‘how in a lunatic 
asylum near Passaic, in the State of New Jersey. 

Many newspaper readers will doubtless remember 
the shock they felt in the fall of 1884. when they read 
that the fair Countess Ponrtales had been beheaded by 
& special edict of the Mikado of Japan, and it will not 
be inappropriate to recalt briefly the main facts in her 
strang* and eventful life. Miss Mary Boozer, tbe re- 
Puted daughter of Prter Burton, her mother’s second 
husband, was born ner Columbus, 8. C., some time iu 





the forties. Her mother’s first Lusband was wedded 
on his deathbed in Philadelphia; the second died in « 
very sivgular mavner iu Columbia; the third com- 
mitted suicide in Newberry, 8. U., and the fourth wa> 
abandoned by the muchiy wiarried, but beautiful 
woman whose remains now repose in a pauper’s grave 
in New York. Such were the antecedents of the lovely 
Countess Pourtaies. Wheu Gen. Si ruwan left Colum- 
bia’s smoking ruins iu 1865, among those who ful- 
lowed his army were Mrs. Feaster avd her daughter 
Mary, or Marie—as she calied heracl{—Boozer. [be 
young woman is represented as baviuu been “‘accom- 
plished, graceful, vivacious and with a color more 
transcendentily beautiful than the loveliest rose,”’ and 
before she had been long in New York she fascivated 
and became the wife of the wealthy Jchn Beecuer. 
She lived in magnificent style, ber toilet at the park 
and at the Jerome club house exciting the envy of 
every one who saw it. But she sooy began a fiirtation 
with a prominent member of the jeuncsse doree of New 
York, Mr. Lioyd Puvenix, but, iu a fit of jealousy, shot 
at him as he passed up his sister's steps on Fifth ave- 
nue, After her husband separated frum ber she fled to 
Europe in pursuit of Mr. Phoenix. In Paris Mrs. 
Beecher sported on ber divorced husband's mouey, 
generously given to her, and led a life of iuxurious 
pleasure. She bad the handsomest turnouton the Bois 
and wave most sumptuous dinners. Count Pourtales 
then fell in love and married her, and, though Paris 
was crazed with her beauty—perhaps for that very 
reasou—he sailed with ber for Japan as an attacbe of 
the French legation. In Japan she carried on so lively 
witha French officer that Count Pourtules claimed 
that their marriage had been illegal, and, leaving her, 
returned to Paris, whither she followed him. . After 
another round of the wildest entravagance in Paris 
she fascinated . whom she married, and who ac 
companied her back on her last voyage to Japan. It 
was not long after their arrival that her third husband 
abandoned her on account ef her too great intimacy

with the Prime Minie- 
ter of Japan. 

Thereupon she be- 
came the mistress of 
the Prime Minister, 
who made every effort 
to keep her in strict 
seclusion, but with- 
ont avail, for she soon 
took up with a 
Japanese official. This

princs that at bis request the mikado issued s 
special edict and she was beheaded.

She recognized hie voice aud refused to 
open the door. The little girl became frightened and 
started to run up stairs, when the brute fired through 
the window. This so alarmed her that ahe ran ont of 
the house, and the negro grabbed her and abuced her

and informed him of what 
bad happeved.’

Porter began a search and 
found the negro at home in bed. The Sheriff hurried 
with his prisoner to B :rdstown and landed bim iv jail. 
Fears are evtertained of a mob, and Judge Lynch may 
yet preside over thecase. The child’s condition is 
critical. ”

LORD DUNRAVEN ON THE YACHT RACE. 


Throngh H. Maitiand Kersey, Lord Dunraven, who sailed last 
Wednesday, made the @Mtiowing statement this afternoon re- 
garding his views of the recent international race, and his in- 
tentions about Valkyrie fur the future: “The first races, which 
ought to have been to windward and back were reaches On 
the Orst day Vaikyrie had a fi :ke and came out ahead. On the 
second day Vigilant had a fluke and came ont ahead, winning 
the first race. The first day's race was voli and the second 
day's was won by Vigilant. That made a vast difference in the 
contest for the cup, but the merits of elther boat were not de- 
termined, Looking at it from that point of view. the first and 
second races should not be considered in judging the merits of 
the yachis. In the third race, Valkyrie was fairly beaten. But 
Valkyrie was out of trim ans! had not enough of ballast. In 
our desire to conform to the 86-fout limit we sacrificed too much, 
We need not have been so sacrificing, for Vigilant was practi- 
cally 87 feet long. and we should have | d the length of 
our boat. This would have heiped us much. 

“Purther, we were greatly interfered with by steamers, not 
being able to eall Valkyrie at times as we wanted to sall her. 
However, Vigilant would have won anyway, in my opinion; 
yet if it had pot been for all this, the difference in time would 
not have been eo great as it was. 

“The fourth day's race, was a single-reef-breese race, and I 
think Valkyrie would have fairly won the race if our two spin- 
nakers had held out. This was very unfortunate for us, and it 
was very singular, tow, Such an accident seldom happens. In 
fact. I have never known it to happen in Bogland: 

**As # total result, I don't consider that the relative merits of 
the two boats have been determined. I shall leave Valkyrie 
over here, with the intention of racing the yacht next spring in 
America, if I can make arrangements for yacht races, I under- 
stand quite a number of cups were not raced for this year. For 
these I will try. The course from here to Marbiehead is most 
excellent, and Valkyrie, I think, would do more than well on 
them. 

“I have been asked if five out of seven races would not be 
fairer in the matter of contest forthe cup. To be sure, the 
element of chance would be lessened in five out of seven races, 
but I consider this of insufficient importance.”
